Disturbance Which Cost Lives Started With 
Smashing ot Restaurant and Burning of 
Automobile and Spread Until Homes 
Were Sacked and Fired. 





After spending the night on the roof of a high building watch- 
ing the scenes of riot and bloodshed at Springfield, II1., 
night. E. C. Elzemeyer ,the Y. M. 
St. Louis Saturday and told a graphic eye-witness’ story of the 


disorder. 


“The real riot started ‘shortly’ after . 


the crowd had surged from the jail to 
Loper’s restaurd@nt and smoastel it and 
hie automobile,” said Elzemeyer. . 

“The mob niimbered about 00, I 
should judge, at the time, and they 
went from laper’s to a negro shanty 
ciose by, where tw o men aud a woman 
were discovered. A policeman tried to 
get through the mob. 

‘‘He finally succeeijed, and, yelling at 
the top of his voice to the. frenzied 
men and women about him, said: ‘Give 
me these niggers, and you cau burn 
down the entire row of houses.’ 

The suggestions undoubtedly made 
as a desperate attemp: at saving the 
negroes’ lives, caught on act once, and, 
with a rush, the crowd surrounded am 
inveaded the doomed shanties. Every 
feurth person carried a torch, and ina 
twinkling the entire row was ablaze. 


“The fire department was summone., 
but members of the-mob cut the hose 
and the firemen were helpless. When 
it was seen that the houses would be 
consumed, the mob, led by a giant 
statured man and a woman. with 
streaming hair, went down the &treet, 
seeking for more houses to burn. 
‘Saloons, business places and houses 
of negroes were sacked and burned as 
goon as they were pointed out. Had 
there being any wind, the flames prob- 
ably would have spread and consumed 
most of the city. 


“At every saloon, the liquor would be 
confiscated before the torch was ap- 
plied, and before many hours passed 
the active members of the mob, to a 
man, were drunk, Their insensible 
bodies were lying about the street and 
lots when I caught a car this morning. 


“T had seen enough to give me a 
sinking feeling by this time, and I went 
to my hotel, with the intention of re- 
tiring for the night in an effort to 
forget all the horrors, but it was im- 
possible. . 

“I could hear the noises of the mob, 
mingled with the shrieks of the ne- 


\ gtoes whenever one was dragged forth, 
,and in a short time while I dressed 


and left my room. j 

pires In the hotel lobby a committee of 
the mob were searching for negro por- 
ters. One was found and beaten un- 
conscious before he could be dragged 
from them. The mob crossed the street 
to the Ses Hotel and repeated the 
gcene there. 

“T met a traveling salesman from St. 
Paul in the lobby, and we decided to 
elimb to the roof and watch the burn- 
ing buildings. We did so and the mob's 
actions could be seen plainiy at fre- 
quent intervals, the bright glare of the 
flames illuminating the tareets wonder- 


fully. 


“The sight was disgusting and nerve-

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NEGRU PASTOR 
TO TALK PEACt 
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Well-Known Colored Man 
Goes From Peoria to Ad- 
vise Members of Race. 





PEORIA, IIl., Aug. 15.—Rev. Henry W. 
Jameson, pastor of the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church here, left today 
for Springfield, where he hopes to bring 
about peace between the whites and the 
negroes there. As he boarded a train for 
the scene of the bloodshed Friday night 
and early Saturday, he denounced the 
actions of the rioting mobs. He said: 

“It is a deplorable affair. It is another 
blot on the good name of our fair State. 
{t emphasizes the fact that the 
undesirable citizens, both white 
and black, ‘ought not to be per- 
mitted to amalgamate. It is usually 
the undesirable of boii classes mixing 
freely with each cther both North and 
South that causes so much trouble. 
‘As undesirable as mob law and 
lynchings are they are the swiftest 
agents of revenge. 

“t¢ the thinking white man and the 
intelligent colored man would unite 
along the lines of civic righteousness the 
classes referred to would be either in- 
carcerated in the Penitentiary or Work- 
house or be driven out of society, either 
of which Would be more healthful than 
the present state of affairs.’ 

Mr. Jameson is the most in- 
tiuential colored man in Illinois 
and all morning he was mixing with his 
race in Peoria calming them and telling 
all that he would do his best to settle 
the trouble when he reached Springfield. 

Mr. Jameson was the leader of the 
colored troops which rushed San Juan 
hill to the rescue of s.oosevelt’s Rough 
Riders and many of his old command, 
who are now in Peoria, wanted to go to 
Springfield with him, but he refused 
them, advising all that it was better to 
remain in Peoria and to keep qulet. 
He is going to try and calm his people 
and keep them free from stirring up 
mote strife. He is known by every col- 
ored man in Illinois and will probably 
remain in Springfie'd until the whole 
trouble is settled.

When Greenbauer’s distillery, which, 
for some reason or other, was situated 
near the creek, was destroyed by fire, 
50,000 barrels of firewater were emptied 
into the water. This happened yester- 
day and this morning every fish that 
inhabited the creek below Midway had 
a “hang-over.”’ 

The whisky floated down stream at 
the rate of two miles an hour. Fisher- 
men along the. banks noticed that the 
water suddenly was assuming the color 
of their own bait. They Were surprised 
to see staid old members of the finny 
family that had behaved themselves de- 
corously for yegrs suddenly flop out on 
the bank and attempt to climb a tree. 

Turtles came staggering up the slepes, 
pursued by crawfishes bent on a fight. 
Everything below the water line seemed 
to have been drinking like a fish.

Miss Grace Jones Was Despon- 
dent Because of Her 
Long Illness. 








Believing that she was the victim of 
a malady from which there was no hope 
of recovery, Miss Grace Jones, 22 years 
old, swallowed carbolic acid in. the 
kitchen of her home, 52% West Poepping 
street, at 8:15 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing. She died before a physician reached 
the house, 0 minutes later. 

Her mother, Mrs. Elmira Jones, was 
15 feet away when the young women 
drank the poison. They had been work- 
ing together in the kitchen, and Mrs.

NEGROES’ HOMES AND STORES BURNED. 

Then began the looting and burning in the “Levee” district of negro homes: 
and business places. In this district, extending along four biécks of Washing- 
ton street leading to the Wabash depot, the mob “cleaned up” aed burned 
every negro saloon and rooming house. 

Barber shops were entered, the cutlery thrown into the alley or pocketed 
by the rioters, and the chairs pitched through the windows. An automobile and 
bicycle shop was one of the first places set on fire. 

“We'll fix this street 80 a- white woman can walk along here without being 
annoyed,” cried members of the mob, 

Many of the negroes had fled, but some of those who remained were armed, 
and they fired from windows on the crowd. One of the bullets, rebounding 
from the sidewalk, entered the breast of G. J, Scott, a stockman, 76 years old, 
and he died a few hours afterward, 

At Tenth and Washington streets stood a negro — and near by 
the Star Theater, used by negroes. Both places were wrecked and burned. 

When firemen came, the mob blocked their way and cut their hose. “You 
can save any white people’s houges near here,” they were told, “but the nigger 
Al houses have got to go.”

Ballard was stabbed to death a month ago by a negro whom he found hiding 
in his daughter's room. Leé James, a negro, was found drunk in & park 
néar Ballard’s house the next morning, and was unable to account for tne 
night before. His trial was continued a few days ago, that the State might 
seek more evidence, and there have since been expressions of impatience 
with the law’s slowness. 
Springfleld had never had a lynching. Sheriff Werner did not ntend that 
one should occur.

Then Sheriff Werner sent a deputy to a nearby corner to turn In a false 
alarm of fire. As the engines clamored to the corner, the crowd for the mo- 
ment turned its back on the Jail. During this diversion the Sheriff and a 
deputy hurried the two negroes from the Jali into the machine, and the car 
darted up a side street. 

Only a few in the mob saw the ruse but. word spread quickly. There was 
a rush in the direction in which the autumobile had gone, then a how! of fury 
as the throng realized that the accused negroes were out of their reach. 
GROWING CROWD FILLS THE SALOONS, 
There was no demonstration against the Jail at the time, but the mob 
did not disperse. A 6-cent picture show was near by, and the crowd gathered 
in front of the place, jeering the ‘“‘barker.’’ Until dark, the crowd, constantly 
growing, filled the saloons and the streets. 
Prudent negroes kept out of the way: A party of young negroes who were 
more reckless than the rest ventured where the crowd was thickest, and, as 
was almost unayoldable in the crowd, collided with some white men. 

Instantly the air was filled with curses and threats. “Get them, they'll do,” 
shouted several voices. The negroes turned into an alley, and all escaped, 
hotly chased by the white men. 

“Let's go to Loper’s,” cried one of the panting and angry men. “The —— 
— nigger lover! If it wasn’t for him and his automobile we'd have got those 
niggers in the Jail.” 

“On to Loper’s!"” the mob yelled. When the vanguard reached his place on 
Fifth street, near Monroe, they found the proprietor, who had been warned by 
telephone, standing in his doorway with a rifle.

More troops are being rushed to 
Springfieid by Gov. Dencen. The saloong 
remained closed today and every pos- 
sible precaution is being taken to pre- 
vent a repetition of the disturbaneg. 

In addition to Loper’s Cafe, 3% places 
of business occupied by negroes on 
Washington street, between Seventh and 
Tenth streets, were literally torn to 
pieces. Violent explosions and winds 
could not have accomplished more -de- 
struction. The negro quarters over these 
places were emptied and every window 
was shot out. All the open liquor in 
these saloons was poured out. The 
sealed packages were carried awa, by 
the mob. 

The burning began one block north 
of the business houses that had been 
wrecked on Washington street. Taking 
in a long rectangular section of the city, 
extending from Jefferson on the south, 
Mason on the north and from Ninth to 
Twelfth, the mob burned every house in 
which negro women resided. 

From Twelfth street east the more 
respectable colony reside, and the mob 
had just commenced on it when the 
soldiers rushed in. For a minute the 
rioters gave way and then turned to 
resist. Two of the volleys were fired 
into the air by the soldiers, but the 
third was aimed low.

Three cities named Springfield 
have been the scenes of race riots 
within the pagt three years. 

At Springfield, O. in 1965, 9 ne- 
gro Killed a woman and a police- 
man. He was hanged by a mob 
and the negro quarter of the city 
was sacked. Sevéral homes were 
burned. To end the disorder it 
was necessary to call out the State 
militia and declare the city under 
martial law. 

At Springfield, Mo., in 1906, a 
white woman was assaulted by a 
negro. Several suspects were Ar- 
rested, but none was identified defi- 
nitely. A mob stormed the Jail, took 
three negrues held on various 

' charges and hanged them in the 
public square, destroying the bod- 
ies in a bonfire. 

At Springfield, Ill., the present 
trouble followed an assault on a 
white woman by a negro. A few 
days before a negro killed a white

O'Reilly Explains. : 

In an interview with the Post-Dis- 
patch, President O'Reilly explained his 
reasons for his long approach extending 
over the svveral rallroads tracks on the 
East Side, saying: 

“I don’t want to be responsibie for a 
bridge which lands in a swamp on the 
east side and reaches neither railroad 
connection or the commercial center of 
East St. Louis. The approach I plan 
will be about 6900 feet long. It will cross 
the Conlogue tracks, the Mobile & Ohfo, 
the Southern and the lines of the Illinois 
Central. 

“Under the Illinols law there muat 
be a clearance of 22 feet over the tracks. 
If I should attempt to let the approach 
down between any of these railroad 
lines, the approach would then be too 
steep for any real use. 

The Ulinois Law. 

“In considering this matter one must 
take into consideration the I'linols law, 
the probability of high water Qs the 
question of convenience.” 

Gerhart’s resolution says of — * 
plan: 

“It will cause many vexatious delays" 
in the condemnation proceedings against 
the several railroads, the Wiggins Fer- | 
ry. €o., and the Terminal Association, 
whose tracks must be crossed, these 
conrpanies: being hostile and unfriéndly 
to, the’ Muntcipal Free Bridge.” * 

‘Kasterh. roads seeking an entrance 
to St. Louis over the free bridge would, 
according” to the resolution, be entirely 
at the mercy of the Terminal Associa- 
tion, as they would be compelled to 
approach the bridge over the tracks 
of the association.”’ 

By the curving approach proposed by 
President O'Reilly, the resolution says, 
the city would be compelled to expend 
enormous sums in purchasing right of 
way, which would be saved by a’ 
Straight-adway approach which would 
not place users of the bridge at the 
merey of the Terminal Association. 

A resolution, introduced by Charles F. 
Ziebold, president fo the West End Busi- 
ness Men's Association, scored the “Big 
Cinch,” President O'Reilly of the Board 
of Public Improvements and Comptrol- 
ler Player.

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Baseball rules permit a pitcher to 
throw wide of the plate at will.and pass 
a batter. It Is argued that the penalty 
which follows—a base on balis—suffi- 
ciently recompenses the batsman for the 
loss of his opportunity to hit. 

The batter, however, is not at liberty 
to step from his box to bat ‘at such 
wide balls. The rules place him at the 
mercy of any pitcher who wants to sac- 
rifice a base rather than risk a run, or 
worse.

needed.

Olympic Officials Try to Justify 
Themselves by Pointing Out 
Rules Were English.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—In reply to Amer- 
ican criticisms the British Olympic of- 
ficials, after an interval of over three 
weeks, have issued a statement setting 


forth the evidence on which the decision 
to disqualify Carpenter was based. 

The frame of mind in which the offi- 
cials approached the contest is plainly 
seen from the statement of Starter H. 
Coble. He said he was instructed by 
the referee to caution competitors 
against wilfull jostling and to inform 
them that in such a case the race would 
be declared void, the offender disquali- 
fied, and the race run over without him. 
This he told them. Furthermore, he 
added, the officials posted every few 
yards a warning note against any such 
jostiings. 

Witnesses Discredit London Papers. 

The principal witnesses as to the 


jostling incident were Dr. A. R. Badger, 
vice-president of the English Athletic 
Association, and David Basan, who was 
stationed at the spot where the inci- 
dent occurred. Both assert that Car- 
penter ran wide until within 18 inches 
of the outer edge of the track. Curious 
to state, however, their description of 
the positions of the three men at the 
bend and on entering the straight dif- 
fers from that given by every London 
paper the morning after the race, but 
corroborates that given by the Post-Dis- 
patch. The London papers said Carpen- 
ter was leading at this point, whereas 
in reality it was Robbins, whom Carpen- 
ter and Halswelle were trying to get 


by. 

The statement also shows that the 
referee of the race was David Scott 
Duncan, secretary of the Scottish Ath- 
letic Union. Halsweile, it should 
mentioned, is a Scottish champion. 


Deoesn’t Like American Rules. 


Theodore Cook, a member of the 
Olympic council, who is responsible for 
the publication of the statement, says: 

“phe Americans obviously were dis- 
satisfied because we did not use their 
rules. As to the facts, there is no ques- 
tion here, either from the American side 
or any other side. The only question is 
whether the Olympie games should have 
been run under American rules or un- 
der the English code. As to this, all I 
can say is that after our experience 
of what the American code appears to 
permit, no English athlete is likely to 
accept it as a fair basis for interna- 


tional competition.”
